Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  past  year  for  your 
consideration  : —

(you  will  notice  that  this  death  rate  is  the  lowest  that  has  occurred 
during  the  last  5  years)  and  the  lowest,  with  the  exception  of  that  of 
1889,  that  has  been  recorded  since  these  statistics  were  first  tabu¬ 
lated. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the 

District. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  District  Malvern  Link  took 
the  initiative  and  provided  itself  with  an  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Half  key,  which  will  greatly  facilitate  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
infectious  cases. 

Acting  on  my  Predecessor’s  and  my  suggestion,  the  Council 
has  caused  a  public  Abattoir  to  be  provided  for  the  District,  which 
I  hope  will  in  time  replace  the  private  Slaughter-houses. 


A  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  Bakehouses  has  been  made, 
a  report  of  which  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Council. 

The  Milks  hops  and  Dairies  within  the  District  are  go¬ 
ing  to  be  thoroughly  inspected,  but  as  a  large  supply  is  brought  into 
the  District  from  without,  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to 
the  necessity  of  Licensing  all  Purveyors  of  Milk  before  per¬ 
mitting  them  to  sell  in  the  District,  and  that  they  should  submit  to 
an  inspection  of  their  premises  before  obtaining  a  License.  I  should 
therefore  advise  the  Council  to  issue  a  notice  of  the  time  of  opening 
a  Register. 

The  Common  Lodging  House  at  Belmont  was  inspected, 
and  the  cubic  space  per  each  adult  carefully  measured,  and  two 
rooms,  viz. :  large  single  bedroom  for  six  single  women, 
and  small  double  bedroom  on  ground  floor  were  found  not 
to  contain  the  requisite  cubic  space  per  head.  This  matter  should  be 
rectified. 

Street  Gullies.  Owing  to  the  excessively  hot  Summer  and 
consequent  dryness,  all  the  Street  Gullies  were  retrapped  in  an 
efficient  manner,  disinfected  and  flushed  daily. 

British  Schools.  These  were  closed  from  July  1st  to 
August  1st,  owing  to  eight  children  who  attended  suffering  from 
scarlet  fever.  This  effectually  prevented  any  further  outbreak. 

Sewerage  and  Water  Schemes.  A  Bill  with  reference 
to  these  has  been  submitted  to  Parliament,  the  Local  Government 
Board  having  recently  investigated  the  matter. 

Sanitary  Inspector.  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  bring 
before  the  notice  of  the  Council  the  efficient  manner,  combined  with 
tact  and  decision  with  which  Mr.  Lewis  has  carried  out  his  arduous 
duties.  I,  who  have  daily  been  brought  in  contact  with  him  can 
thoroughly  appreciate  the  work  he  has  carried  out.  In  conclusion 
I  beg  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  consideration  with  which  they 
have  received  any  recommendations  I  have  brought  under  their 
notice.

Note  1.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  “  Combined  Districts  ”  must 
make  a  separate  Beturn  for  the  District  of  each  District 
Council. 

2.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  acting  for  a  portion  only  of  the 
District  of  a  District  Council  should  write,  in  the  heading  of 
the  Table ,  the  designation  of  the  Division  for  which  they  act . 

3.  The  words  “Urban,”  “Bural,”  or  “Metropolitan”  must  be 
inserted  in  the  appropriate  space  in  the  heading,  according  as 
the  District  is  Urban  or  Bural,  or  is  within  the  Metropolitan 
Area. 

4.  The  “Localities”  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  these  statistics 
should  be  areas  of  known  population ;  such  as  parishes, 
groups  of  parishes,  townships  or  wards. 

As  stated  at  the  head  of  the  first  column  in  each  Table, 
Public  Institutions  should  be  regarded  as  separate  localities, 
and  the  deaths  in  them  should  be  separately  recorded. 
Workhouses,  Hospitals,  Infirmaries,  Asylums,  and  other 
establishments  into  which  numbers  of  people,  and  especially 
of  sick  people,  are  received  are  Public  Institutions  for  the 
purpose  of  these  statistics. 

5.  The  deaths  which  have  to  be  classified  in  this  Table  (A),  and 
summed  up  in  the  horizontal  line  of  “  Totals,”  are  the  whole 
of  thos q  registered  as  having  actually  occurred  in  the  several 
localities  comprised  within  the  Division,  or  District.  But  the 
registered  number  of  deaths  frequently  requires  correction 
before  it  can  give  an  exact  view  of  the  mortality  of  a  Division 
or  District ;  and  the  two  lowest  horizontal  lines  are  provided 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  in¬ 
dicate,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  what  the  extent  of  such 
corrections  should  be.  Details  concerning  the  corrective 
figures,  e.g.,  the  institutions  that  have  been  considered,  or  the 
particular  localities  to  which  corrections  apply,  may  appear 
in  the  text  of  the  report  or  in  supplementary  tables.
